WASHINGTON 
(/P) — Sen. 
Geo rg e (D-Ga.) predicted to day 
Demo crats will hav e “no basic 
disag reem ents” 
with 
President 
Eisenho wer o v er fo reig n, natio nal 
defense and wo rld trade po licies 
in the Co ng ress sessio n o pening 
to mo rro w. 
Geo rge, in line to beco me the 
chairman o f the Senate Fo reig n 
Relatio ns Co mmittee, spo ke o u t 
after Repu blican leg islativ e lead­ 
ers predicted the President’s State 
o f the Unio n messag e will be “well 
receiv ed” by the co u ntry . 
No thing Startling 
Say ing he do esn’t believ e it co n­ 
tains any thing new o r startling , 
Sen. Kno wland o f Califo rnia, the 
GOP flo o r leader, said he thinks 
the messag e “will be well receiv ed 
by the Co ng ress and the peo ple.” 
Eisenho wer g av e GOP leaders a 
prev iew o f the messag e at the 
W hite Ho u se y esterday . 
The President was said to be 
stressing in the messag e a new 
defense co ncept in which pro po s­ 
ed m ilitary manpo wer redu ctio ns 
wo uld be o ffset by the emplo y ment 
o f new weapo ns and clo ser links 
with America’s allies. 
The m anpo wer cu t, already an­ 
no unced, hav e bro u g ht Demo cratic 
demands fo r a rev iew o f o v er-all 
military po licy . 
Eisenho wer was represented as 
taking an o ptimistic v iew o f the 
natio n’s 
lo ng 
rang e 
eco no mic 
pro spects and was said to be em ­ 
phasizing in the messag e plans to 
adv ance the health and eco no mic 
welfare o f the co u ntry . 
So me lawm akers said the mes­ 
sag e was being redrafted into the 
final fo rm befo re the President’s 
schedu led deliv ery at a jo int ses­ 
sio n o f Co ng ress Thu rsday . Radio 
and telev isio n netwo rks will ca^ry 
the speech.

' mo nthly meeting Mo nday nig ht, 
ado pted the Bo ca abridg ed bu ild- 
I ing co de and su pplement as a 
j bu ilding co de fo r Sikesto n and May 
o r Chas. H. Bu tler’s no minatio n o f 
Jo hn A. Su tterfield to serv e as 
bu ilding inspecto r at a salary o f 
$200 per mo nth was appro v ed. 
The Bo ca co de — a co mpilatio n 
o f ru les and reg u latio ns made by 
the Bu ilding Officials Co nference 
o f America, Inc., — is a co m­ 
prehensiv e selectio n o f what a r e 
1 co nsidered the 
mo st 
acceptable 
bu ilding practices and the reg u la­ 
tio ns co v er ju st abo u t ev ery thing 
1 co nnected with bu ilding co nstru c­ 
tio n. 
Rigid Inspectio n 
With the rev isio ns and amend­ 
ments wo rked o ut by the special 
co mmittee to make the g eneral­ 
ized Bo ca co de applicable to lo cal 
co nditio ns, the new bu ilding co de 
pro v ides fo r rig id inspectio n n o t 
o nly o f the bu ilding co nstru ctio n it­ 
self bu t also o f all co nnectio ns fo r 
u tilities and pro v ides penalties fo r 
infractio ns o f the ru les. 
Ado pted with the co de was a 
new area to be inclu ded in t h e 
fire limits set up to pro tect v alu ­ 
able co mmercial pro perty . 
With the ado ptio n o f the co de all 
o rdinances, o r parts o f o rdinances 
hitherto g o v erning bu ilding , which 
co nflict with the new co de inclu d­ 
ing the o u t-o f-date flat fee o n 
bu ilding permits are eliminated. 
No new co nstru ctio n, repairs o r 
remo delling may be u ndertaken 
witho u t first secu ring a permit fo r 
the bu ilding and an inspectio n fee 
mu st be paid fo r the fo llo wing 
mechanical installatio ns: 
electric, 
plu mbing , g as piping and equ ip­ 
ment: heating sy stems and refrig ­ 
eratio n sy stems in ex cess o f o ne 
and a half ho rsepo wer ex cept tho se 
into which the refrig erant has been 
sealed by the facto ry . 
Co pies o f the new bu ilding co de 
to g ether- with all rev isio ns a n d 
amendments will be made av ail­ 
able fo r inspectio n at the City Hall 
so o n and. in the near fu tu re, co pies 
o f the co de may be pu rchased fro m 
the city clerk by any perso ns in­ 
terested. 
The first m atter bro u g ht up be­ 
fo re the aldermen was that o f

Av enue at So uth Grade Scho o l be 
shifted instead. The co u ncil ado pt­ 
ed this su g g estio n and the city at­ 
to rney is to prepare an o rdinance 
pro v iding fo r sto p sig ns at t h e 
scho o l co rner instead o f the sto p 
lig ht.

“I think I will hav e no co mment 
either co nfirming o r deny ing any 
qu estio ns o n that m atter," presi­ 
dential secretary Jam es C. Hag er- 
ty to ld newsmen who asked him 
abo u t the repo rt. 
Reaches White Ho use 
Hag erty did ackno wledg e, ho w­ 
ev er, that the co ntro v ersy o v er La­ 
dejinsky has reached the White 
Ho use lev el. He said in respo nse 
to qu estio ns that Secretary o f Ag ri­ 
cu ltu re Benso n has discu ssed the 
case with Sherman Adams, chief 
aide to President Eisenho wer. 
Hag erty said he did no t kno w 
whether Benso n has talked to the i 
President 
perso nally 
abo u t 
the 
m atter. He replied “no " when ask­ 
ed whether Adams discu ssed the 
talking with Bnso n. 
Ladejinsky , a nativ e o f Ru ssia 
and a natu ralized American, be­ 
came ag ricu ltu ral attache in To ky o 
as a State Department emplo y e.

Vitt. a Ru ssian Emig re, is 
indu strial edito r o f American Ex ­ 
po rter Pu blicatio ns in New Yo rk. 
Release Mistake 
Secretary Benso n said y esterday 
it was a “ mistake" fo r the letter 
to hav e been released and declared 
he was “sho cked that anti-Semitic 
implicatio ns hav e been raised.” 
Benso n inv ited Jewish leaders to 
co nfer with him to day abo u t the 
m atter.

5. A swetping plan fo r reo rgan­ 
izatio n o f the state go v ernment’s 
ex ecutiv e branch, scheduled to be 
anno unced this weekend, to pro ­ 
duce mo re efficiency and eco no my 
in Misso uri’s go v ernmental o pera­ 
tio ns. 
Then there’ll be the pet pro po sals 
o f many gro ups and indiv iduals, 
such as a “ fair trade” law, anti-' 
nudist laws, “ right wo rk” legisla­ 
tio n, special laws fo r the big cities 
o f St. Lo uis and Kansas City , a 
return o f the anti-filled milk bill 
and many mo re.

busy for the full five-month con­ 
stitutional period of a regular ses­ 
sion. Already—even before conven­ 
ing— legislators are whispering of 
the probable need for a special 
session almost as soon as the reg­ 
ular session must end next May 31. 
Rep. Roy Hamlin <D) of Marion 
j County, the Democratic majority’s 
choice for speaker, said today the 
house will “light runnin’ ” after 
hearing Gov. Phil M. Donnelly’s 
legislative 
recommendations 
to­ 
morrow. 
He said he would have his com­ 
mittees named Thursday and the 
Appropriations 
Committee, 
with 
Rep. Joseph W. Martino (D) of 
St. Louis already selected as chair­ 
man, will be told to start at once 
on the governor’s emergency ap­ 
propriation recon mendations. 
Those are the ones that must 
be met immediately to aid money- 
short agencies between now and 
the end of the fiscal year, June 
30. Hamlin said the Appropriations 
Committee will be asked to start 
considering those 
bills Thursday 
afternoon—right after the bills are 
introduced. 
Leaders of the Senate also indi­ 
cated there would be no foot shuf- 
lling at the start of this session.

4. The recurring toll road battle 
and proposals for more state aid 
to county road building along with 
all the attendant problems t h a t 
highway travel produce. Those in­ 
clude a suggested speed limit law,

tightening of driver license laws 
and so on. 
5. A swetping plan for reorgan­ 
ization of the state government’s 
executive branch, scheduled to be 
announced this weekend, to pro­ 
duce more efficiency and economy 
in M issouri’s governmental opera­ 
tions.

M ortality among these policy­ 
holders who had two or m ore 
clos*' relatives w ith heart disease 
acquired before age 60 was about 
40 percent higher than that for 
standard risks, and most of the 
excess m ortality was attributable 
to the high death rate from dis­ 
eases of the heart and vascular 
system. 
For those with a family history 
of heart disease who w ere also 
slightly overw eight or had a slight 
blood pressure elevation, the m or­ 
tality was about 70 percent higher 
than the average, w hereas among 
those free of the overw eight or 
blood 
pressure 
im pairm ent, tile 
m ortality was nearly 25 percent 
above the average, according to 
the experience of tw o companies. 
Among policyholders reporting 
tw o or more cases of cancer in 
p arents or other m em bers of the 
fam ily under age 60, m ortality 
from cancer was m ore than twice 
the average. 
Policyholders w ith 
even a single diabetic at any age 
in the family experienced a m or­ 
tality from diabetes nearly twice 
the average. 
The 
study 
also 
showed 
th at 
m ortality among the insured p er­ 
sons who reported tw o or more 
cases of m ental disease in the 
fam ily before age 60 was slight­ 
ly above average for all causes 
com bined, and was several tim es 
the normal for suicide, a fairly 
reliable index of m ental disorder. 
O ther studies also provide evi­ 
dence that persons w ith a good 
fam ily history of longevity live 
longer, on the average, than those 
w ith a floor record of parental 
longevity.
